Many
and many a ship, in the thres hundred years
between, was loaded with a thousand and
more of the poor wretches, Buoxton’s esti-
mate in 15100 was that the Christian slave-
trade— Clhristian, good God '—that the Chris-
fian slave-trade then ocarried one huoodred
and fifty thonsand slaves aeross every year,
or started with them; that the Mohowmstan
alave-trade of Fastern Africa took fifty thou-
gand more. This was long after the trade
Lud been pronounced piraoy by all the com-

| mercial nations, and even after Eogland and

Americs had vessels on the African coast to
arrest it.  What it had bean belore no sta-
tistios pretend to tell. In 1753 the naw town
of Liverpool employed oue hupdred and one
vessels in the trade. ‘Those vessels that year
took 30,000 slaves to the British oolonieg; aud
the estimate of that year was that Loandon,
Bristol, and Liverpool took 100,000, The
estimate on this side waa the sams—that the
American colonies of Kogland received one
hundred thousaund slaves in a year. Dasides
thege, there were the I'rench, Spanish, Dutsh,
and Portuguese American colonisg to ba sup-
plied. Bouezet'a computation is, that thirvy
per cent, of all these died on the passsge
or in aeclimation. Then the cruelties of the
gyetem of slavery, and the opening up of new*
lands, kept up & steady dewand for them, so
